ka stadium for a colorful but solemn 
ceremony of memorial to those who 
fell before the great war ended ex- 
actly 15 years ago. 


While nearly 1,500 citizens bared 
their heads and military men camo 
to salute, tribute was paid to the 
dead of that war with a rifle salute 
which echoed back from the walls 
of the stadium and blended with the 
sound of taps which followed the 
salute. 
In imoressive climax, 
a 
massed band of 225 pieces led the 
military procession, containing near- 
ly a thousand university cadets- in 
parade past the reviewing stand in 
the east stadium. 


Official Review Parade. 


In the reviewing stand was Gov. 


Charles W. Bryan, deans of 
the 


University of Nebraska 
faculty, 


members of the 
varsity football 
team, officials, officers of the Thir- 
ty-fifth division staff of the nation- 
al guards and other personages. 
Sidewalks along N street, from 


Fifteenth to Eleventh, and north to 
P street were well lined with spec- 
tators as the parade passed short- 
ly after 10 o'clock. Smaller crowds 
stood along the finish of the route 
of march, which was north on 
Eleventh to B street, thence north 
to the stadium. 


Over Mile Long:. 


With the massed colors near the 


head of the procession, the parade 
stretched out for more than a mile. 
Behind the colors marched repre- 
sentatives of every conflict in which 
the United States has engaged since 
the Civil war, with the auxiliaries 
of their respective organizations. In- 
terspersed with these organizations 
were the bands and drum corps, 
sounding out the strains to which 
the hundreds of marching feet kept 
time.

LANDS BENEFIT 


Two Hundred Have Thus 


Far Signed Federal 


Wheat Contracts. 


About 200 contracts for reduction 


of wheat acreage on school lands 
owned by the state of Nebraska, in 
accordance with the allotment plan 
of the United States government 
now being put into operation, have 
been signed by the lessees and the 
contracts have been approved by 
Land Commissioner Conklin for the 
state More of these contracts are 
coming in every mail to receive 
his O. K. 
Federal regulations require the 
signature of both tenant and land- 
lord for every piece of land not 
owned by the person living upon it. 
The person working the land is 
the one to whom the government 
pays the bonus of 30 cents per 
bushel for all estimated yield on 
acreage taken out of production. 
No money comes to the state for 
signing the contracts, except that 
the lessees are thereby placed in 
better position to pay up their de- 
linquent rentals. 
In many cases, however, the oc- 
cupants of the state lands are not 
behind in their payments, and the 
cash they receive from Washington 
can all be used in other ways. 
The largest number of contracts 
submitted t» Land Commissioner 
Conklin are from southwest Ne- 
braska and the panhandle district, 
which is the chief wheat growing 
territory of the state. All sections, 
however, are represented. 
The land commissioner and his 
deputy. J. H. Wehn, will start next 
Tuesday on a two weeks' trip to 
western Nebraska to conduct hear- 
ings and make personal inspections 
in six counties relative to the re- 
appraisal of their school lands. As 
some of the places to be visited are 
over 450 miles from Lincoln, they 
decided to cover the whole area in 
one tour, thus saving their own 
time and some expense for automo- 
bile mileage to the state. The itin- 
erary is: 


Dsuel county—Chappell, Nov. 15. 
Kimball—Kimball. Nov. 16 
Chevenne—Sidney. Nov IT 
Scottsbluff—Gerinj. Nov 20 
Banner—Hatrlsburg, Nov 21. 
Morrlll—Bridgeport Nov 33 
The two officials are just back 
from Custer countv, where they 
spent three days with the county 
board inquiring into values of 50,- 
000 acres of state land. The tracts 
they looked at were found to be in 
good condition. Tenants there em- 
ploy up-to-date fanning methods 
and the crop of corn this season 
is very satisfactory. 


The Custer county board is ask- 
ing for a 10 per cent cut In ap- 
praised valuations on the school 
lands, which are now listed at an 
average of only $5.43 per acre, 
ranging from $1.50 up to $15.

however, that the defendants were 
in the twin cities on the day of 
the robbery. Jankowitz and Seigal 
also denied having ever been in 
Nebraska at any time. 
The two men were arrested in 


Minneapolis Sept. 21 and author- 
ities said they had nitroglycerine 
and burglars tools in their auto- 
mobile. 
* 
In denying the extradition, Gov- 


ernor Olson said the evidence pro- 
duced in behalf of Seigal was from 
witnesses of "unimpeachable cred- 
ibility" and conclusively showed he 
was in Minneapolis on the date of 
the robbery. 


No Right Sit as Jury. 


Governor Olson said while the 


evidence in behalf of Jankowitz 
was not as conclusive as that for 
Seigal, it was sufficient for him 
to also reach the same determina- 
tion. 


"The governor of a state has no 
right to sit as a jury in an ex- 
tradition matter, but when he is 
satisfied beyond any doubt that a 
mistake has been made by the 
demanding state, it is his duty to 
deny the request for executive war- 
rant, notwithstanding 
the ante- 


cedents of the person or persons 
sought by the demanding state," 
Governor Olson said. 


"There is no doubt in my mind 
but that the witnesses from Ne- 
braska are honestly mistaken in 
their identification of Jankowitz

NEBRASKA CORN 


YIELD REDUCED 


Anderson Predicts Crop 


229,905 Bushels In 


State This Year. 


Corn yields in Nebraska, averag- 


ing 22.5 bushels 
per acre, are 


slightly below those of last year, ac- 
eording to the monthly report of A. 
E. Anderson, state and 
federal 


statistician. 


The 
report 
released Monday, 


places this year's corn crop at 
229,905,000 bushels 
as 
compared 


with 269,293,000 bushels last year 
and the 5-year average of 230,002,- 
000 bushels. 
In general, central, 


east central and northeastern Ne- 
braska will have a fairly good crop 
this year. 
Other districts of the 


state, especially south central and 
southeastern 
districts will have 


much less than an average crop. 


District average yields vary from 


15 bushels in southeastern 
Ne- 


braska to almost 30 bushels in east 
central Nebraska. Corn in western, 
north central, southwestern and 
south central districts will average 
from 16 to 18 bushels per acre. 
Weather conditions during Septem- 
ber hastened maturity and the 
first killing frost came late in the 
season. Corn quality is somewhat 
below normal due to drouth and 
hot weather during the summer. 


Production of small grain, forage 


and hay crops was below normal. 
Sugar beets are excellent. 
The 


average yield of sugar beets is 13.2 
tons and the production is placed 
at 1,069,000 tons as compared with 
877,000 tons last year and the 
1927-31 average of 1,028,000 tons. 
Potatoes are making an average 
yield of 73 bushels for a production 
of 8,760,000 bushels. This is com- 
parable to 8,775,000 bushels last 
year and the 5-year average of 
9,404,000 bushels. 
Average yields of seed crops are 


as follows; alfalfa, 2.5 bushels per 
acre; red clover, 1.8 bushels and 
sweet clover, 3.9 bushels. 


The total production of apples 


is 370,000 bushels against 627,000 
bushels last year. The strictly com- 
mercial apple production in south- 
eastern Nebraska is estimated at 
290,000 bushels as compared with 
125,000 bushels in 1932 and 366,000 
bushels in 1931. The production of 
grapes is estimated at 1,824 tons as 
compared with 2,960 tons last year.

Action on the application of the 
Tri-County Public Power and Irri- 
gation district for $42,701,675 in fed- 
eral public works funds with which 
to finance construction of the pro- 
ject, will be taken by the Nebraska 
public works advisory board in Fre- 
mont November 17. Chairman Dan 
V. Stephens has announced. 


The board had hoped to act on 
the proposal at its meeting Friday, 
but the district's application now is 
being revised and will not be com- 
pleted until early next week, the 
board was informed. 


The board approved all four of the 


proposals heard Friday. They were 
Eddyville, school building, $32.000; 
Wahoo, school building addition, 
$23,000; 
Callaway, sewer system, 


$18,896; Morrill, community build- 
ing, 
$13,200. 


All except Callaway sought the 


whole amount in grants and loans. 
Callaway asked a grant only. The 
four projects will employ about 60 
men for four months, their sponsors 
said.

THE NEWMAN AWARD FOR 


SENATOR NORRIS. 


rm^HERE is being provided a proper recognition of 
* the magnificent services of United States Sena- 
tor George W. Norris of Nebraska in behalf Of the 
American people. 


Announcement that the 1933 Cardinal Newman 


award, given annually by the Newman foundation 
of the University of Illinois, was to go to the dis- 
tinguished Nebraskan should be a matter of great 
satisfaction to the people of this state. He richly de- 
aerves it. It is made on the basis of contributions to 
human welfare, statesmanship, education, philan- 
thropy and the science for humanitarianism. Who in 
America has done more in that broad field than 
Senator Norris? 


He has waged relentless warfare in behalf of hu- 


manity. He has fought for honesty in government, 
honesty In business, and for application of demo- 
cratic principles and ideals In American life. He has 
never chosen the popular course. On occasion after 
occasion, when priceless pinciples wee at stake, he 
never hesitated to challenge with all the strength 
at his command policies he felt to be inimical to 
the welfare of people. It has taken stamina, courage, 
a strength of iron, and devotion in the greatest de- 
gree to make the fight unceasingly that has been 
waged by Senator Norris. He has been wounded in 
these struggles. He has taken blow after blow, sneer 
after sneer, taunt after taunt—taken them standing 
up, without yielding ground, without malice or bit- 
terness—endured them for the sake of his convic- 
tions and with a tolerance rare in human beings 
recognized that the despicable methods employed 
against him frequently were to be suffered for the 
sake of democratic institutions. 


We say no man more richly deserves this award 


In behalf of human welfare than George Norris. He 
fought for a greater measure of social Justice for 
people when even the people themselves heedlessly 
and thoughtlessly rushed pellmeU Into folly, and 
when they did not understand the gallant fight he 
was making. He made a lone, single-handed battle, and 
it must have been wearing and difficult. It isn't hu- 
man nature to court ill will and criticism. George 
Norris is a gentle man, a kindly man, a friendly and 
a neighborly man. He gave up friends for his ideals, 
he sacrificed companionship for duty, he refused to 
be deterred or turned aside from the path he fol- 
lowed when most men would have welcomed «ir- 
cease gladly. 


And what a glowing list of achievements stand to 


his credit. 


What would have happened In Washington in those 


calloused, indifferent days when false prophets, bear- 
ing seducing incense, sought to lead the American 
people from the path of liberty, if George Norris 
had not been on the job? It was Norris who arose 
to challenge them. It was Norris who took rebuff af- 
ter rebuff. It was Norris who fought on and on 
when those who should have been following him in 
the charge deserted him. It was Norris, in ringing 
and impassioned words, who held back the common 
enemy, put fear in its heart, and finally forced it 
to precipitate retreat. He was in the thick of the Tea- 
pot Dome fight. He was on his feet whenever selfish 
interests sought to exploit and rob the public ol Its 
natural resources. He was battling constantly for 
human welfare, and no voice carried greater author- 
ity, commanded greater respect from friend and en- 
emy alike than that of the Nebraskan who has car- 
ried the banners for more than thirty years. 


Down in the Tennessee valley .they have named a 


Tillage for George Norris. Today, no one speaks to 
the president of the United states and commands 
more attention than George Norris. At Urbana, they 
will confer upon him a medal for distinguished serv- 
ice on behalf of humanity. It is splendid these honors 
come to him In life. They should warm and gladden 
a man. who because of his prodigious labors, and be- 
cause of what he was doing, has been very lonely. 
His place in history is secure and permanent. He is 
a great American, whose life and whose career should 
be an inspiration to American youth and to all gen- 
erations seeking to attain human happiness.

The first of thwc 
Is made up of hidebound partisans, who would have 
the administration fall dcnm. no matter what the 
cost in misery and rjftering might be to the peo- 
ple of the country. Happily not all. nm- even a ma- 
jority of republicans are included tn this group, for

coming. 


The other body of opponents are so from purely 


mercenary motives. They realize that they are no 
longer to be permitted to pursue their own course 
regardless of the public welfare, but that they must 
conform to rules having for their purpose the great- 
est good to the greatest number. This is contrary 
to their ideas of "liberty," so they are militantly 
against the program. Their number was compar- 
atively insignificant to begin with and few have 
since joined their ranks. 


FENTON AND ALCATRAZ.

ANY Nebraskans will hope that Billy Fenton de- 
cides to remain in his post as warden of the 


Nebraska penitentiary. It is a flattering recognition 
which comes to him in the form of appointment by 
the department of justice to become warden of the 
federal prison at Alcatraz island in San Francisco 
bay. 


In view of the recently announced plans of the gov- 


ernment to make that prison the institution in which 
criminals of the most vicious and irredeemable type 
are to be placed, there could not be better evidence 
of a confidence in the ability of Warden Fenton to 
handle a tough job. 


Billy Fenton ranks at the top. He has been in con- 


tinuous service as a warden of a penal institution 
longer than any other man in the United States. 
He stepped into his job when the prison was in 
chaotic state, and within a short time had reorgan- 
ized and reformed it completely. For twenty years, 
he has directed and supervised the handling of 
hundreds of desperate men in the most efficient man- 
ner. He has done it humanly and scores of those 
who made mistakes will remember the warden with 
the deepest gratitude, for he rekindled in them am- 
bition, industry, and a desire for useful citizenship. 


The new post tendered him carried with it a much 


more attractive salary than he could expect in his 
present place. Whether he goes or whether he con- 
cludes to remain here, his friends, arid they are many, 
will take pride in his remarkable record and in the 
work he has carried on so splendidly. 


AT THE DRIVERS' WAILING WALL. 
WE'VE had farm marches, communistic marches, 


unemployed marches and other processions of 


protest in various cities these last few years, but 
wait until the auto drivers of the state feel the ef- 
fects of the latest edict of the state supreme court. 


Without disrespect to that tribunal, and without 


suggesting error in its ruling, we cannot but visualize 
the agony, yea the terror with which drivers must 
view the ruling that the passenger not only may but 
must do "back-seat" driving. 


The case involved a woman riding with her hus- 


band when the car he was driving collided with an- 
other machine. She sued the pilofc of the other auto 
for damages, but the court ruled that she should 
have cautioned her mate to pull up on the gas. 


If Hoover had produced his "two cars in every 


garage," the problem would be simple. Everyone could 
drive alone. Since that promise didn't pan out, re- 
lief-must be sought elsewhere. 


Perhaps a dual control system like airplanes have 


would help. If Friend Wife's counsel got on the 
nerves of Pilot Husband, he could tell her in gentle 
voice to practice what she preached. 


Or, since the liability is joint, perhaps the re- 


sponsibilities should be divided in the manner of a 
hook and ladder fire truck—let the husband steer 
the front wheels and the wife the back wheels, or 
vice versa. 


But donning the prophetic veil, we foresee the 


entirely new procedure of seemingly deaf drivers or 
pilots whose vocal counter-attack will quell revolt, 
court-defined duties to the contrary notwithstanding. 


KHAKI SEARCHING BOYS. 
EVERY .Armistice day serves as a reminder of a 
task as yet unfinished, it was a heroic sacrifice 


youth made in 1917 and 1918. They did it proudly 
and joyously. They felt they were underwriting civil- 
ization. Statesmanship failed them. 


But the task is no less real, and no less imperative 


than it was then. It Is difficult to believe that a world 
could be so filled with flaming nationalism as it 
is now. There is a menace in that. There is a danger 
in the poverty and destitution so general throughout 
the world. War springs from social injustice, from 
wretched human beings, from empty stomachs. War 
has its roots in the things which are material. The 
most adequate steps to avert war are those which 
elevate standards of living and add to common hap- 
piness and contentment. 


THE PRESIDENT DICKERS WITH IITVINOFF. 
'•iliK news sharks of New York and Washington 
* who were going to have an agreement for Rus- 
sian recognition by the United States government 
fixed up right off the bat as soon as Maxim Lit- 
vinoff arrived now find it necessary to revise their 
predictions and put the event a week ahead. They 
discover that President Roosevelt, who Initiated the 
negotiations, is determined to have a thorough dis- 
cussion and explicit understanding with the Rus- 
sian envoy on all matters involved in the proposed 
resumption of diplomatic relations before any pact 
is signed. 


That is not only characteristic of Mr. Roosevelt 


but it is eminently logical and sensible. Nothing 
should be left unadjusted which might later become 
a source of discord in our future dealings with the 
soviet government. Whatever subjects there are which 
might produce irritation later had better be talked 
over now and settled in one way or another. The 
conversations, of course, are being conducted in a 
friendly way, but Mr. Roosevelt can be depended 
upon to see that American interests are fully pro- 
tected hi whatever compact may be arrived at. 


In all probability, the United States would have 


granted recognition to the Moscow regime several 
years ago except for the feeling that soviet as- 
surances could not be accepted at face value, even 
when put into writing, and that the setting up of a 
Russian embassy at Washington would be equivalent 
to giving free rein to communistic agitators in this 
country. 


That probably was true at one tune, but the Stalin 


government has apparently reached the conclusion 
that it has too much to look after at home to be 
wasting time and energy in attempting to coerce other 
nations into embracing bolshevism. There is every 
evidence that the aniuTuous campaign to sovietize 
the whole world has been dropped, in fact, it now 
looks as though Russia wants to cultivate the friend- 
ship and good win of both Europe and America so 
that in case of war with Japan she will not have 
the weight of world public opinion—what Bismark 
called "the imponderables-—turned against her in 
the struggle. 


On cur part, we are committed to the traditional 


policy that it is not the business of the United States 
to dictate to other countries what form of govern- 
ment they should have. We do not like the dictatorial 
setups that have been established in Italy, Germany. 
Poland, and some of the lesser western European 
nations: nor are we enamored of the fondness of 
South Americans and Central American republics and 
of Cuba for frequent revolutions: but we nevertheless 
maintain amicable relations with their de facto gov- 
ernment? at all times. 


So long as Russia continued Jo play the role of 


an international mad dog. the United States was 
Justified in holding akwf from having anything to 
do with Moscow. Now that she is willing to live and 
let live on a basis of mut-iia! good will, we no longer 
have any good reason to withhold recognition. 


President Roosevelt, however, will be fully *up- 


portrd by tire citizenship of the nation in holding 
out for satisfactory terms of trade exchange, pay- 
ment of j-ust debts, and abstention from pemjcjous 
agitation before entering into a specific agreement.

The re- 
ligious atmosphere in which your 
virtuous nonattendants flourish is 
not traceable to the state, nor tb 
education, nor to science, nor to 
art, or yet to literature. All human 
institutions and pursuits depend on 
a superior source lor their upright 
conduct, and the church is the 
organized agency of that source. 
Nor can it be denied that the 
noblest character, the most un- 
selfish service, and the most com- 
plete devotion to worthy causes are 
found in the churches. They har- 
bor occasional hypocrites who care- 
fully conceal their villainy under a 
mask of piety. But that counts for 
no more against the churches as a 
whole than counterfeit coinage does 
against genuine currency. You do 
not reject the latter because of the 
former. Neither should you argue 
that a single bad habit is a good 
one because a good man is guilty of 
it. The man you mention would be 
a still better and more influential 
individual if he attended church.
